PANJAB UNIVERSITY (CHANDIGARH) 
Notification No, 3-74/G.R* 

No. 3-74/G.R. — The Central Government (Ministry of 
Education and Social Welfare) have accorded approval 
vide their letter No, K3-35/73-U.I. dated 21-6-1974 to 
the following revised Regulations for Bachelor df Science 
in Nursing Examination ; 

1.1. The duration of the course for the degree of 
Bachelor of Science in Nursing including compulsory 
internship shall be three years and nine months. There 
shall be six semester examinations, viz.. First, Second, 
Third, Fourth K Fifth and Sixth. 

1.2. The examination in each semester shall ordinarily 
be held in the month of November/ December and April/ 
May, on such dates a$ may be fixed by Syndicate. 

1.3. The last dates for receipt of admission form and 
fee without late tee and with late fee of Rs. 5, as fixed 
by Syndicate, shall be notified by the Registrar. 

2. A person who has passed one of the 'following 
examinations shall be eligible to join the course : — 

(a) Pre-Medical examination of the Panjab Univer- 
sity 

or 

(b) an examination of another University recognised 
by Syndicate as equivalent to (a). 

3.1. The examination in the First Semester shall be 
open to a student who has passed the examination laid 
down in Regulation 2, The examination in Second/ 
Third /Fourth/ Fifth/Sixth Semesters shall be open to a 
student who has qualified in the First/Second/ Third/ 
Fourth /Fifth Semester as laid down in these Regulations. 
A candidate for an examination in any Semester shall pro- 
duce the following certificates signed by the Principal of 
the Nursing College affiliated to the University for the 
degree of Bachelor of Science in Nursing — 

(i) of having been on the rolls of the college during 
the Semester preceding the examination; 

(ii) of good character; 

(iii) of having attended not less than 75% of lectures 
and practical held in each subject during the 
semester concerned; and 

(iv) of possessing good health. 

3.2. The Principal of the college shall have authority 
to condone shortage in attendances at lectures and prac- 
tices to the extent of 10%. 

3.3. A candidate who, having attended the prescribed 
number of lectures and practicals, fails to pass or present 
herself for the examination, may be allowed to appear in 
the next two consecutive semester examinations, without 
attending a fresh course. 

4, The amount of examination fee to be paid by a 
candidate for each semester examination or a part thereof 
shall be Rs. 40/-. 

5.1. Every candidate shall be examined in th e subjects 
and syllabus prescribed by Senate from time to time. 

5.2. There shall be internal assessment in each subject, 
for which separate marks shall be reserved as under : — 

(a) each practical 50 per cent marks. 

(b) each Theory paper 30 per cent marks. 

5.3. If a candidate fails in any subject/ s, she shall have 
to qualify alfresh in internal assessment each time she 
takes examination in that subject. 

5.4. The Practical work done by each student during 
the year shall be recorded in a notebook, which must be 
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attested by the Prot'essor-in-charge of the subject concern- 
ed and presented to the examiners at the time of practical 
examination. 

6* The medium of examination shall b e English. 

7.1. The minimum number of marks required to pass 
the examination shaLI be 

(a) 40 per cent in the subject of English; 

(b) 50 per cent in theory in each subject other than 
English; 

(c) 50 per cent in oral and practical of each subject. 

7.2. A candidate who does not pass the whole of First 
semester examination within four consecutive semester 
examinations including the First examination in which she 
was eligible to appear, shall not be allowed to continue her 
studies in Nursing. 

7.3. A candidate who obtains pass marks in any subject 
shall be exempted from reappearing in that subject pro- 
vided the whole examination is completed within four 
consecutive semester examinations including the examina- 
tion in which the candidate was due to appear for the 
first time. Such a candidate will be allowed to joiin the 
next semester class and will be allowed to take examina- 
tion in the “reappear” subject/ s along with the next 
semester examination. 

7.4. A candidate shall not be permitted to appear in 
the Fourth semester examination until she has passed in 
all the subjects ot First and Second semester examinations. 
A candidate shall not be permitted to appear in the Sixth 
semester examination until she has passed in all the sub- 
jects of the First, Second, Third and Fourth semester 
examinations. 

7.5. A candidate who fails in first and second semesters 
but qualifies in at least 5091' of the subjects may he ad- 
mitted provisionally to the third semester class and allow- 
ed to appear in the remaining papers of first and second 
semesters along wilh the third semester examination. The 
result of the third semester examination shall not be de- 
clared until she passes in all the subjects of First and 
Second semester examinations. If the candidate does not 
clear First and Second semester examinations within the 
number of chances available to her, her result of third 
semester examination shall be cancelled and she shall re- 
peat the whole course of the semester in which she has 
not qualified. 

7.6. A candidate who fails in third and fourth semester 
examinations but qualifies in at least 50% of the subjects, 
may be admitted provisionally to the fifth semester class 
and allowed to appear in the remaining papers of third 
.and fourth semesters along with the fifth semester exami- 
nation, The result of the fifth semester examination shall 
not be declared until she passes in all the subjects of third 
and fourth semester examinations. If the candidate does 
not dear third and fourth semester examinations within 
the numbers of chances available to her, her result of 


fifth semester examination shall be cancelled, and she shall 
repoat the whole course of the semester in which she has 
not qualified, 

8.1. The Registrar shall publish the result of the 
examination as soon as possible after the examination. 

8.2. Successful candidates shall be classified as under, 
ojn the total aggregate number of marks obtained in all 
the semester examinations taken together : — 

(a) those who obtain 75 per cent or more marks in 
a subject/s and/or aggregate,— Distinction in 
the subject's concerned and/or aggregate. 

(b) those who obtain 60 per cent or more ot the 
total nnuks — 1st Division. 

(c) those who obtain less than 60 per cent of the 
total marks. — 2nd Division. 

8.3. A candidate for the degree of Bachelor of Nursing, 
who has completed her course in the minimum period 
and has passed each of her semester examina- 
tions at first attempt, and has obtained aggregate of 
seventy-five per cent ot the maximum marks in each sub- 
ject of all the semester examinations, shall at the time of 
graduation be awarded the degree of 13. Sc. Nursing with 
“honours". 

9.1. Compulsory internship. Every candidate on pass- 
ing the sixth semester examination and before being grant- 
ed the degree shall undergo nine months’ training laid 
down by the Faculty of Medical Sciences. 

9.2. There will be an oral test at the end of internship 
training which shall be conducted by a Board appointed 
by the Principal of the College. The Board will review 
the certificates of the work given by the Head of the 
hospital where the candidate has worked, and also assess 
the candidate through an oral examination. If the Board 
is not satisfied with the performance of the candidate, the 
candidate will be required to undergo further training 
for such period as may be decided by the Board. Provid- 
ed that in the case of student who goes abroad for intern- 
ship training and cannot appear in the test at the end of 
the term being in a foreign country, the test may be con- 
ducted in her respective institution and report sent to the 
Principal of the College from which the student had gone 
alongwith the report on her work and if the Principal is 
satisfied, she may recommend to the University the grant 
of degree.
